Once the raagnitude of Pan-Germanism, dawned on the English 
and French diplomats, once they became aware of the lengths to which 
Germany was willing to go, they realized the necessity of strength- 
ening their position, and therefore made overtures to the United 
States, which resulted, probably before the summer of the year 1897, 
in an understanding between the three countries. There seems to 
be no doubt whatever that no papers of any sort were signed, that 
no pledges were given which circumstances would not justify any 
one of the contracting parties in denying or possibly repudiating.

With the Czar. 
Months elapsed; my August, 1897, 
visit to Peterhof was imminent. In 


agreement with the Prince, my uncle, |

The case is unique in criminal un- 
nals in view of the fact that in April 
of this year, only a few days after 
the killing, Mayson entered a special 
plea of insanity before a superior court 
jury of Fulton county and was ad- 
judged to be insane. 

This was in accordance with the 
Georgia law which allows a defend- 
ant charged with a criminal offeuse 
to enter the special insanity plea be- 
fore going on trial for the offense it- 
self. After he had been adjudged 


insane in April, Mayson, in further! 


accordance with the same taw, was 
committed to the state insane asylum 
to be detained under treatment there 
until medical authorities of the in- 
stitution should pronounce him suffi- 
ciently qualified to stand trial for 
murder, 

This the authorities did several days 
ago, and Mayson was returned to Ful- 
ton county to go on trial. 


Practically Reverses Decision. 

The verdict of the jury at the ter- 
mination of the trial Friday com- 
pletely reversed the decision of the| 
jury which heard the special plea 
of insanity, in view of the fact that the 
sentence it imposed was considered 
as eqiuvalent to a declaration that 
Mayson is not insane and has not 
been insane in so far as the killing is 
concerned. 

Attorneys Friday declared that so 
far as they could remember, no man 
had ever been similarly handled—that 
is, first adjudged insane and confin- 
ed in the state asylum, only to be 
sent from there back to the tower to 
be declared sane and given a prison 
sentence. 

Mayson, a middle-aged man, heard 
the verdict without any betrayal of 
emotion. It was brought out in the 
trial] that he is addicted to the use 
of narcotics. 

“In view of your infirmity and 
the habit you have acqwited,” Judge 
Hardeman told the convicted man, “I 
shall have you serve the term at the 
state farm at Milledgeville and not 
reguire you to perform labor on the 
bighway.” 

Case Goes to Jury. 

The case went to the jury shortly 
after noon and a verdict was not 
reached - until shortly before 6 
o'clock. A mere handful of specta- 
tors had remained to learn the out- 
come of the trial. 

Attorney Jesse Wood, leading coun- 
sel for the defense, had argued that 
Mayson was of unsound mind at the 
time of the killing, which occurred on 
Peters street on March 21. and called 
attention to the testimony of wit- 
nesses who stated that Mayson’s mind 
had been weakened by the constant 
administration of drugs to his per- 
son. 

William Schley Howard, former 
congressman, was one of tne last wit- 


nesses for the defense. H-» expressed | 
the opinion that Mayson was not men- | 


tally responsible. He told the court | 


that Mayson had begun the use of | | 


drugs following the removal of an 
eye to alleviate the pain. 

Mayson stabbed Ratteree to death 
in a difficulty near the grocer’s store 
on Peters street. The trouble is said 
to have begun when Mayson pointed 
a hose nozzle at the grocer.

AN INCONSISTENT PLEA. 


"The league of nations, among 
other agencies of civilization, has 
been appealed to by American Chris- 
tians in behalf of the sufferers and 
potential sufferers from Moslem 
prutality in the Near East and east- 
ern Europe. : 

A mass meeting of church mem- 
bers, held under the auspices of the 
Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America, at the Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine, New York, 
adopted resolutions declaring that 
the Smyrna horror “had shocked 
the sensibilities of all peoples of all 


| _creeds;’’ and, in addition to appeal- 


ing to the people of America for 
food, clothing and money for the re- 
lief of Smyrna refugees, the resolu- 
tions declared further that— 


“We entfeat the United States 


' government, the allies, the league 
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of nations and especially France, 
which has entered into treaty rela- 
tions with the Kemalist government, 
that measures be taken at once to 
prevent further atrocities and af- 
ford an adequate guaranteé and pro- 
tection to the minority populations 
left under the rule of the Turk.” 


Undoubtedly the participants in 
this mass meeting were inspired only 
by humane and Christian motives; 
but, being Americans, their appeal 
to the league cf nations to take steps 
“at once to prevent further atroci- 
ties and afford an adequate guaran- 
tee and protection to the minority 
populations left under the rule of 
the Turk” is, to say the least, rather 
inconsistent. 

The other Christian powers, “and 
especially France,” to which the en- 
treaty was directed, may with ample 
grounds question the right of Amer- 
icans to appeal to the league of na- 
tions in behalf of suffering humanity. 

They might with propriety reply 
to the effect that if this nation had 
not listened to the demagogic doc- 
trine of ‘‘splendid isolation,” but 
had joined the league of nations, 
thus supplying the one element that 
was needed to make the league the 
most powerful agency for peace and 


human justice that the world hadj_ 


ever known, the Smyrna tragedy 
never would have taken place; but 
that now—in this late day, with the 
countries of Europe impoverished, 
chaotic, embittered by jealousies and 
dissension, mainly by reason of our 
refusal to help them readjust them- 
selves following the world war— 
an appeal to the league of nations 
from an American source comes 
with mighty poor grace! 

The Arkansas Gazette utters the 
truth when it says in a recent edi- 
torial discussion of the tragic de- 
velopments in the Near East that ‘‘in 
this matter, as in Others, the league 
of nations lacks the moral power it 


would have if America, whose un-; 


selfish desire for peace and order 
and justice in the world is so gen- 
erally recognized, had a place at the 
council table at Geneva!”’ 

With America absent ‘from that 
council table, and refusing to have 
anything to do with the league of 
nations, our good, well-meaning, hu- 
mane and sympathetic Christian peo- 
ple—who are the American govern- 
ment—can not with consistency call 
upon the league to save foreign 
Christiars from the traditional foes 
of civilization. 
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TO BUY OR NOT TO BUY?

In the face of these two conflict- 
ing views, the average consumer 
who has not yet laid in his coal sup- 
ply will be in some measure of 
doubt as to just how far to go. Shall 
he buy from han. to mouth, or lay 
in his season’s supply where it is 
available, and take no chances on 
the later season’s price? 

The average consumer of coal 
will, without doubt, consider the 
two views and such other informa- 
tion as he may have at hand, and 
act accordingly, upon his own con- 
clusions. Some will buy enough to 
meet their season’s requirements; 
others only what they may need for 
the moment. 

In either case it looks like a very 
interesting little gamble in which the 
lucky winner will be the man who 
guesses right. 


A SHIP-OWNERS’ BONUS. 

Political friends of the administra- 
tion are said to be somewhat at a 
loss to know just how effectively to 
harmonize the president’s position 
with reference to soldiers’ bonus 
legislation and his insistence upon 
the enactment of the ship subsidy 
bill. 

In his message of disapproval of 
the soldiers’ bonus bill the president 
declared that the country is in no 
financial condition to finance such a 
measure, and he pointed to a treas- 
ury deficit of more than $650,000,- 
000 for the current fiscal year to 


substantiate that position. | 

Aimost simultaneously, however, 
he notified congress that it. would 
be convoked in extraordinary ses- 
Sion immediately after the Novem- 
ber elections, stating, in effect, that 
his chief purpose in calling the pro- 
posed extra session is to hasten af- 
firmative action upon the ship sub- 
sidy bill, which is nothing more nor 
less than a bill providing for the 
payment of. an enormous aggregate 
bonus to the owners of ships. 

The ship subsidy bill is an admin- 
istration measure, and nobody in 
official circles, except the president 
and the chairman of the shipping 
board, has manifestly any measure of 
enthusiasm in its behalf. In fact, 
besides those two high officials and 
the ship-owners, nobody seems to 
be much in favor of it. 

The president’s determined posi- 
tion in this instance is difficult for 
his supporters to explain mainly for 
the reason that the proposal to sub- 
Sidize the shipping interests runs 
exactly counter to most of the argu- 
ments he has advanced in opposing 
the proposal to pay the soldiers a 
bonus, 

The treasury is in no better con- 
dition now than it was a week ago 
when the president gave that as 
the main reason why the proposed 
bonus obligations should not be un- 
dertaken; and yet he favors under- 
taking obligations similar in propor- 
tions, in behalf of the owners of 
Ships. 

In other words, he has put him- 
self in the position of opposing a 
bonus for the soldiers, and, at the 
same time, of favoring a bonus for 
the ship-owners, 


MOVING THE RIGHT WAY. 


In seeking, as repopted, a com- 


mon basis of co-operation and co- 
ordination of effort to curb smug- 
gling of narcotics, liquor and aliens 
into the United States the federal 
treasury department and the de- 
partments of agriculture and labor 
are moving in the right direction. 
As matters stand, each of these 
departments maintains its own force 
of operatives to enforce the laws 
relating to importations under its 
specific jurisdiction. 

Each of these three forces pur- 
sues a ‘‘go-it-alone” policy, paying 
no attention whatever to business 
coming technically within the juris- 
diction of either of the others. 

For example, the treasury depart- 
mént operatives make no effort to 
interfere with the smuggling of 
Luman beings, and the labor de- 
partment men are indifferent to 
trans-border traffic in narcotics and 
liquor in violation of the Harrison 
and the prohibition laws. And the 
department of agriculture officers 
concern themselves only in seeing 
to it that all importations of live- 
stuck and agricultural commodities 
are in compliance with the terms 
of the law. 

This system is not only demoral- 
izing in its tendency, but expen- 
sive, because it naturally requires 
the employment of many more men 
than would be necessary if the work 
of border patrol were conducted 
under one management by one co- 
ordinated police force. ‘ 

No city government would think 
of maintaining one forcé of police- 
men to hardle only cases of burg- 
lary; another to prevent highway 
robbery; another fo deal exclusively 
with murder cases, etc. Such a 
system would not only prove inef- 
fective in preventing crime and 
catching ctiminals, but it would 
multiply the cost of running the 
police department. 

Yet that ts the system the gov- 
ernment employs in policing its 
borders. 

It is to be hoped that the pro- 
posed plan of co-ordination and 
unification of our border police 
forces will be put into effect for 
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ne ae Fire.

Senator Watson’s Work 
As a Great Historian 


Editor Constitution: Mr. Watson's 
death recalls to my mind a simple in- 
cident illustrating the apparent con- 
tradictions in his career. 

A friend of mine, professor in a 
large northern university, declined 
at first to beileve me when [I told 
him that the author of the Story of 
France was the same man as the 
then noted populist politician. He 
could not believe, he said. that a 
“mere politician” could write a his- 
tory showing such an amount of study 
and research. Soon after the publi- 
cation of this work I wrote a review 
of it for a Chicago paper in which I 
ventured to express the opinion that 
the second volume was the most clear- 
sighted and understanding history of 
the French revolution ‘that had been 
written. 

Mr. Watson happened to see the 
review and wrote me a charming let- 
ter. Sometime after this I received 
another letter from him telling me 
that in New Orleans, where I was 
then living. there was a remarkable 
collection of material relating to the 
life of Andrew Jackson, owned by a 
gentleman of that city. He asked that 
I endeavor to secure his use of this 
material. The owner said be would 
not venture to send his collection, 
but that Mr. Watsen would be wel- 
come to the use of it if he would 
come to New Orleans.

Toga .amd the Scramble!

The retiring state democratic execu- 
tive committee will meet in Macon at 
1 o'clock eastern time today. 

It will be the final. meeting. 

The new committee, to be named at 
the state democratic convention, which 
meets in Macon, October 4, will func- 
tion after that date. 

The interim between this meeting

The chairman of the retiring com- 
mittee is William J. Vereen, of Col- 
quitt county, one of the prominent 
young business men of south Georgia. 

This committee was named at the 
democratie state convention in Macon 
in October, 1920, at which time the 
primary nominations of Thomas E. 
Watson for United States senator 
and Thomas W..Hardwick for gov- 
ernor, and other incumbent §state- 
house officers, were made. 

The meeting today comes as the re- 
sult of an emergency call following 


the death of Senator Watson; and is, 


for the specific purpose of calling a 
state-wide primary to nominate a 
democratic candidate for the United 
States senate to fiil the unexpired 
term of Senator Watson. 

This will run until March 4, 1927. 


e 7 * * 

Governor-elect Cfifford Walker, 
whose supporters, under the Neill pri- 
mary law, will organize and control 
the state party convention next Wed- 
nesday, very promptly declared, im- 
mediately following the death of Sen- 
ator Watson, that he favored the pri- 
mary rather than the convention meth- 
od of nominating the party candidate, 
even though the time was short. 

Therefore, the state committee to- 
day will unquestionably follow the 
suggestions of the governor-elect and 
officially proclaim and fix the dates 
for initial and run-off nominating elec- 
tions—the first probably being the 
18th of October, or some date during 
that week; and the second or run-off 
one week to a day later. 

There is sufficient time at any rate 
for such primary nominations before 
the general election on November 7, 
and there is not the slightest question 
as to the primary being the wise and 
regular course in the premises. ¢ 

Nominations by primary—by the di- 
rect voice of a sovereign electorate— 
are fundamental in democratic govern- 
ment and particularly is it the con- 
trolling tenet of democratic party 


faith. 
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The retiring state committee is en- 
tirely within its rights in ealling such 
a primary, and it is regular that it 
should do so as a final act, even 
though on the eve of the state con- 
vention, in view of the short time in- 
tervening ‘until the general] election. 

Of course, whatever action it may 
take will be subject to ratification by 
the state convention, which meets on 
the following Wednesday. 

In this connection it will probably 
be observed, too, that the personnel 
of the state, convention and of the 
retiring committee represent generally 
separate and _ distinct ~ schools of 
thought within the party; but there 
is not the slightest probability that 
the old committee in calling a primary 
will seek to employ any unfair meth- 
ods in the interest of or against any 
prospective candidate, 

In fact, it cov’d not do so ff it 
would; and the very able and upright 
men and women who constitute that 
committee would not if they could. 

Therefore it is assumed that the 
democratic state convention next week 
will not only ratify the act of the 
retiring committee today in calling a 
primary, but it will provide, through 
the new committee, the machinery for 
conducting it. ene 

The old committee today will prob- 
ably fix and define tle method for fi- 
nancing the two primary elections. 
Should it fail the new committee, 
which will come into being next Wed- 


nesday, will attend to that also. 
a * . * 


Intérest in the primary to be called 
will center chiefly in the contest for 
the senate. 

It will also be called upon, however, 
to nominate a party candidate for 
commissioner of pensions, that office 
now being filled by executive appoint- 
ment for the unexpired term of the 
late Colonel John W. Lindsay. 

That term closes on the 31st of De- 
cember, and the nominee of the pri- 
mary, who will be elected with other 
state-house officers on the 7th of No- 
vember, will take his oath of office 
January 1, 1923. 

There has been a general opinion 
that the terms of state-house officers 
below that of governor run contem- 
poraneously with the governor’s term, 
which is from June following his elec- 
tion until the June two years hence, 
etc. 

But that is not true. 

They used to do so, but the dates 
were changed through an act of the 
late Representative Joe Hill Hall, of 
Bibb.

Telegraphic dispatches from Wash- 
ington, where Governor Hardwick 
stopped Friday en route from Canada 
to Atlanta, having been called from 
his vacation on account of the death 
of Senator Watson, indicate that he 
will not appoint a successor to Sen- 
ator Watson until after the primary 
to be called today names the nominee, 
the inference being that he would ap- 
point such nominee. 


He will have that option under the 
law, but he or the acting governor, 
should he resign to make the race him- 
self, must make an appointment, eith- 
er before or after the pfimary, if only 
for a week preceding the general elec- 
tion, from which time the new senator- 
elect will be commissioned. 

To make this clear— 

The law provides that in the event 
of death, resignation, removal, etc., of 
a member of the United States sen- 
ate, the governor “shall make tempo- 
rary appointment” until the next gen- 
eral election; that is to say, in the 
the act, “the next election 
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and the convention is only four days. | 


the appointment cannot be made for 
longer that November 7, the next gen- 
eral election. 

In the meantime the senate is not 
in session and will not be until after 
that date, 

Therefore the honor will be an emp- 
ty one so far as service is concerned ; 
and yet it is mandatory upon the gov- 
ernor to make it. There is no man- 
date as to the particular date he shall 
make it. He can place the toga of 
honor upon the head of some friend 
today, upon his return to‘ his office; 
| or he can wait until after the primary. 

It is entirely optional with him. 

The law reads as follows: 


‘*Vacancies—In every case where a 
vacancy shall occur by death, resigna- 
tion or otherwise, the governor of the 
state shall make temporary appoint- 
ment of a senator to serve until the 
people fill the vacancy by election as 
herein prescribed. And the governor, 
in the event of a vacancy shall by proc- 
lamation order a special eieztion to be 
held to fill such vacancy upon tbe 
date at the next reguiar election to be 


held in the state of Georgia for the 
federal house of representatives.”’

Now as to the scramble that is in 
prospect for the primary nomination 
for the unexpired senate term-— 

The woods are full of prospective 
candidates. 

Factional politics, as it has been 
known as representing different and 
varying groups of party leaders, will 
apparently be very lmrgely eliminat- 
ed; or in. the process of readjust- 
ments following new and unlooked for 
political conditions, wil! be shaped up 
in the finals differently than hercto- 
fore known in Georgia campaigns. 

There will be many desperate ef- 
forts of would-be heirs to the “Wat- 
son following” to claim and corral] 
that legacy; or to cut into and dis- 
integrate it, as circumstances may 
develop.

There is no individual legatee to 
the so-called “Watson vote” in Geor- 
gia. 

Genius has no successor. 

Ang the late Senator Watson was 
a genius in holding the confidence of 
a great throng of men and women in 
Georgia who would do his bidding, at 
the polls or otherwise. 

There is no disputing that state- 
ment. 

But there is not another “Tom” 
Watson in Georgia; nor will there 
be. 

In the passing of Senator Watson, 
therefore, there has necessarily been 
made a new political map in this 
state. No man today holds in his

the tide— 

Hence the scramble! Hence the 
belief that jt may develop into “any 
man’s race’ with the lightning shoot- 
ing hither and thither and as liable 
to strike ong as another.

Anj now as to

First glance through the kaleido- 
scope shows Governor Thomas W. 
Hardwick, who lost his seat in the 
Senate in 1918 when he was defeated 
by tbe present Senator Harris. 

When he reaches his office today he 
will ind a number of telegrams and 
letters urging bim to run. 

Many of his friends say he will do 
so. 

That his ambition is to regain a 
seat in the senate is well known.

Long ago he was picked for the 
race against Harris in 1924 had he 
successfully made the grade for a 
second term as governor.

In that event he could resign be- 
fore making the race or not, as he 
might personally eleet. If he-fesigned

It has been said that it would be 
an unnatural situation for Hardwick 
and Smith both to run, gs the gen- 
eral opinion prevailed that their per- 
sonal strength had been combined in 
the recent state primary Many things 
are unnatural in politics, especially 
when a veritable political cataclysm 
has been created by the death of the 
most potential factor in Geergia poli- 
tics for generations. 

Then there is the possibility of 
Chairman Vereen getting into -he race 
in the event Governor Hardwick does 
not. He will not enter if Governor 
Hlardwick does. That much is estab- 
lished. 

If Governor Hardwick makes a 
temporary or interim appointment to 
the senate as heretofore discussed, it 
will be W. O. Vereen, father of 
Chairman W. J. Vereen, and a suc- 
cessful lumber manufacturer and cap- 
italist. In that event, too, Mr. Ve- 
reen will not be a candidate for the 
unexpired term. 

In other words, any appointment 
that Governor Hardwick may make, 
should he make one before the pri- 
mary, which is doubtful, will not fig- 
ure in the primary campaign. That 


is assured. 


Glancing again through the kaleido- 
scope—there is Judge G. H. Howard, 
whose candidacy is a certainty, 

Judge Howard manage4 the first 
campaign for Hardwick for governor. 
In the last campaign he was the di- 
rector general of the Clifford Walker 
campaign for governor, and against 
the candidacy of the man he had man- 
aged two years ago. 

Such is politics! 

Judge Howard is the first lieuten- 
ant of Governor-elect Walker. In the 
recent primary the late Senator Wat- 
son threw his balance to Walker 
against the re-election of Governor 


Hardwick. The Walker victory was 


sweeping. 

Will Judge Howard be able a month 
later to get a potential part of the 
combined Walker-Watson vote for 
himself for the senate?

And there is Judge Walter George, 
of Vienna—a south Georgia man who

Although buying sewing cotton is a 
very simple and almost casual occur- 
rence for the average housewife, it is, 
thanks to the definite high standards 
set by a few of the well-known manu- 
facturers, desirable that the inexperi- 
enced sewer know something about dif- | 
ferences in cotton. The average cot- | 
ton thread is composed of two or more’ 
cords twisted together. The best sew- 
ing cotton is six-cord, that is, two yarns 
are twisted together, then three of 
these are twisted in the opposite direc- 
tion, thus giving the cotton the right 
balance. he best sewing cotten ob- 
tainable is a six-cord, soft-finished 
thread. 

There are twenty-one different 
standard sizes of spool cotton for home 
or family use, from No. 8 to 200, in 
black and white. From No. 8 to 100, 
inclusive, are six-cord cotton, but over | 
100 the threac is usually three-@ord, 
as there are very thin cottons and 
could not well be made in six-cord.

MEATLESS DIETS. 

Do you want to reduce? If so, try 
a meatless diet. Are you suffering 
from auto intoxication? If so, oe 
need a meatless diet. If you suffer 
from any number of blood or heart 
troubles you will find a meatless die! 
of great benefit. In fact I know of 
no case Where it hurts to go without 
meat for a time, and I know of hun 
dreds of cases where the benefit is 
enormous. You can even gain weigh!

Here are some suggestions for foods 
having’ a high nutritive value which 
should go into the meatless diet.

In Figure 1 of the accompanying 
diagram is shown a portion of the 
“Grid voltage—Plate current” curve 
and of the “Grid voltage—Grid cur- 
rent” curve—value.. of grid voltage 
being measured along the horizontal 
axis and corresponding values of 
plate current and grid current 
measured along the vertical axis. 


It is apparent from an examination 
of the characteristic curves that 
when the grid is positive, with re- 
spect to the filament, a current flows 
in the grid circuit, due to the at- 
traction of the grid for the electrons, 
or negative charges of electricity 
given off by the heated filament. 
This current, as shown by the ‘Grid. 
voltage—Grid current’’ curve, in- 
creases with increase in the positive 
voltage of the grid. 


When voltage variations are im- 
pressed upon the grid so that it be- 
comes alternately positive and nega- 
tive there will be an intermittent 
flow of current in the grid circuit, 
these pulsations of current occur- 
ring during the minute intervals 
when the grid is positive. Due to 
the fact that the grid current reacts 
upon the positive input voltage va- 
riation, the grid receives unequal 
positive and negative voltage varia- 
tions and the resultant input voltage 
is distorted in character. 


The remedy for this non-uniform condition is to apply a constant 
negative voltage to the grid so as to maintain the grid at a negative poten- 


tial with respect to the filament. 


This negative voltage, as shown by 


(OA), should be adjusted to a value which will provide an operating 
point (B) at the center point of the straight line portion of the curve 


With the grid 


potential adjusted to the value (DA) 


the incoming variations will produce equal changes of grid voltage on 
both sides of point (A) and amplification will be accomplished without 


' distortion.

While retail stores, especially de- 
partment stores, report continued 
inactivity, wholesalers report com- 
plete recovery from the lull of July, 
according to the report. Reports 
from 34 grocery firms in the district 
are “‘distinctly more cheerful,” says 
the report. 

Both wholesale and retail furni- 
ture dealers are reported to be buy- 
ing more freely now than for many 
months past. The same is true re- 
garding shoes for immediate. use, 
though there is small tendency to 
purchase for next year’s consump- 
tion, 

Following are excerpts from the re- 
port: 

Sixth District Summary. 


Business conditions in the sixth fed- 
eral reserve district have, as a whole, 
continued to improve through Au- 
gust and early September. At least 
one of the two principal obstacles 
in the way of the development of 
normal business during the fall and 
winter months has been cleared away. 
The coal strike has been settled, in 
both the bituminous and anthracite 
districts, and the mining of coal has 
been actively resumed. However, it 
will not be possible to mine coal in 
sufficient quantities, nor would it be 
possible for the railroads to transport 
such quantities, to bring the reserves 
of the country up to normal figures, 
but with the mines producing, the 
important fact is that coal will be 
available. ‘The transportation situa- 
tion appears to be clearing, although 
the strike does not seem to have been 
definitely settled on all of the rail- 
roads. 

These two difficulties have been 
responsible for most, if not all, of the 
uncertainty as to the condition of 
business in the next few months, and 
reports which have been made to the 
Monthly Business Review seem to

RISING MARKET SENDS

New Orleans, La., September 29.— 
Momentarily, in the eqriy trading to- 
day, cotton was lower but recoveries 
were quick to set in and it was a 
rising market during a good part of 
the sesxion with the tone particularly 
strong in the late trading when prices 
were at their highest at 20.38 on De- 
cember and at gains over yesterday's 
close on the list of 41 to 38 points. 
The close was at 20.34 for December 
and at net gains for the day of 41 
to 45 points. 

At the lowest, prices were 22 to 
25 points down, December trading 
as low as 19.6% cents a pound. These 
initial losses were due to what ap- 
peared to be an accumulation over 
night of hedge selling orders. Soon 
filled, these orders were not followed 
by new offerings and the market com- 
menced to display a very sound tech- 
nical condition, paying little attention 
to pessimistic comment regarding the 
course of events in the Near Fast 
nor to the bearish comment concern- 
ing continued dry weather over the 
cotton region in connection with the 
gathering and ginning of the crop.

Autopsy Reveals 
Big Gash in Neck: 
Of MurderVictim 


New Brunswick, N. J., September 
29.—The informal charges of negli- 
gence in the prosecytion of the Halls- 
Mills murder investigation whieh 
caused 15-year-old Charlotte Mills to 
carry her case direct to Governor 
Edwards resulted Friday in amazing 
discoveries. 

The body of Mrs. Eleanor Mills, 
Charlotte’s mother, was exhumed for 
a second autopsy. Only then, two 
weeks after Mrs. Mills and the Rev. 
were found shot to 


tskirts of New Brunswick, was it 
ascertained that the woman was 
fiendishly mutilated. 

Her throat had been gashed across 
the front with what doctors call a 
“necklace wound,” and there wer 
continued gashes around the back o 
the neck, indicating that the slayer 
had tried to decapitate Mrs. Mills, 
but had been unable to solve the 
joint in the spine. There were fis- 
sures in the skull also, which may 
have been caused by blows, but which 
are believed to have been made by the 
impact of three bullets which en- 
tered her head. On her lip there was 
a superficial bullet wound, and there® 
were also some scratches on the left 
arin, 

Mrs. Mills’ aesophagus and jugular 
vein were severed. Reconstructing 
the crime in imagination, the investi- 
gators concluded that Mrs. Mills’ body 
was thus mutilated by a frenzied per- 
son to make doubly sure of her death . 
after the shooting. This added: 
strength to the theory that jealousy | 
was the mot/ve for the crime, rather 
than robbery, blackmail or the re-| 
sentment of spooners over a chance | 
intrusion of the minister gnd the sex- 
ton’s wife. 


Former Sailor 


Tells His Version 
Of Girl’s Death 


Mineola, N. Y., September 20.— 
William Creasy, former sailor, from 
Kentucky, on trial for the murder 
of Miss Edith Lavoy; his school teach- 
er sweetheart, today took the stand 
and told his version of how, at the 
end of a romance begun through «a 
matrimonial agency, she met déath in 
her boarding house home at Freeport, 
Long Island. 

About many phases of hig life in 
the past five years Creasy pleaded 
forgetfulness, under cross-examina- 
tion, or was unable to recall what 
motives prompted him to acts which 
he freely admitted. 

He did not remember his divorced 
wife had ever deserted him; whether 
he had enlisted or been drafted in 
the world war; or whether he told 
Miss Lavoy he was single while he 
was courting her as his “one and only 
sweetheart.” 

His story of the fatal shooting was 
the same he has repeated several times 
since his arrest. 

Says Girl Shot Self. 

Asleep, he lay beside the girl on 
a davenport in her home, to be awak- 
ened by 4 shot, and then to discover 
she had killed herself with his re- 
volver, Creasy testified. 

“I jumped up and saw the blood 
of her face,” he said. “I screamed 
and ran from the room, crying to 
Edith’s chum, ‘my God, Edy has shot 
herself.” Afterward I told the land- 
lady and asked her to get a doctor.” 

The pistol, he asserted, was one he 
had carried for seven or eight years. 
Miss Lavoy had kept it since several 
months before when they had used it 
at target practice. 

Creasy testified that he met the 
teacher through a correspondence 
agency at Grays Lake, IIl., which he 
had joined in February, 1920. He 
identified his application to the agen- 
cy, wherein he gave his age as 26, 
his religion “none,” set forth he was 
“an accomplished dancer,” had an an- 
nual income of $1,800, owned $2,000 
in property and would inherit an 
equal sum. 

“Could make @ woman a happy 
home,” he had written under ‘“Re- 
marks.” Answering the question 
“Married?” his answer had been “no ;” 
while the question “Have you ever 
been divorced” was left unanswered. 

Attempting to prove the state’s 
contention that Creasy shot the girl 
when she refused to marry him, in 
contradiction to Creasy'’s defense that 
she killed herself because his love for 
her had waned, Prosectiting Attorney 
Weeks read passages from Creasy’s 
letters to Miss Lavoy, asking what 
prompted him to write them if he 
wasn't in love with her.

This would permit the Keimalists to 
enter Thrace by ports on the sea of 
Marmora; avoid a violation of the 
straits and satisfy the Kemalist de- 
mand for possession of Thrace before 
the proposed peace conference begins.

eign Affairs, Herr con Billow, who 
was away on a journey. 

Kiae-Chau was occupied in Novem- 
ber, 1897. In December of that year 
Prince Henry sailed, on board the 
Deutschland, with bis squadron to 
Eastern Asia, where he later took 
over the command of the entire East 
Asiatic Division. On the 6th of 
March, 1898, the agreement. with 
China concerning Kiao-Chau was 
signed. At the same time, Mr. Cham- 
berlain in London brought up before 
the Japanese Ambassador, Baron 
Kato, the idea of the conclusion of 
an Mnglo-Japanese alliance, in order 
to bar Russia’s advance in the East. 


Quest for 
Coaling Stations. 


One will naturally inquire why, in 
the discussion of our audacious move, 
there is no mention of England, since 
she was certainly deeply interested 
therein. Preliminaries, however, had 
already been gone into with England. 
In order to meet the necessity for 
German coaling stations, I had in- 
tended to found, lease or buy some 
in a nt with England, so far 
as might be possible. In view of the 


in 


fact that my uncle, the Chancellor, 
was, as a member of the Hohenlohe 
family, related to Queen Victoria, 
known to her personally for years 
and highly esteemed by her, I hoped 
that this might tend to facilitate the 
negotiations which were entered into 
with the English Government for the 
above-noted purpose. My hope was 
disappointed. The negotiations dragged 
along without any prospect of suc: 
cessful termination. 

I took occasion, therefore, at the be- 
hest of the chancellor, to discuss the 


i Bor ge eit ee 


matter with the E ssado 
at Berlin. I complai treat 
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justified. The ambassador agreed 
frankly with this, and expressed his 
attonishment at England's failure to 
meet Germany halfway, and at Eng- 
lish shortsightednes#, since, when a 
young, rising nation like Germany, 
whose development, after ali, was not 
to be prevented, turned directly to 
Eingland in order to acquire terri- 
tory with her consent, instead of go- 
ing straight ahead or allying itseit 
with other nations, it was certainly 
fy than England could reasonably 
ask. 

Moreover. he added that, since Eng- 
land already owned almost all. the 
world, she csaild certainly find a place 
where she might permit Germany to 
establish a station; that he was un 
able to understand the gentlemen is 
Downing street; that in case Germany 
skould not succeed in obtaining Eng: 
land’s approval, she would probably 
occupy, en her own account, such 
places as were suited to her ends, 
sinee, after all, there was no law 
against it. 

I laid stress upon the fact that this 
agreed entirely with my own view and 
in conclusion, | summed up my stand- 
Pon once more for the ambassador ; 

told him that Germany was the only 
country in the world which, despite its 
colonial possessions and its rapidly 
growing commerce, possessed no coal- 
ing stations; that we were quite will- 
ing to acquire these with England's 
consent; that, should she refuse to 
show a fealization of our situation 
and fail to meet us halfway, we should 
be compelled to turn to some other 
great power, in order, with its help, 
to found settlements. 

This talk, likewise, was fruitless. 
Finally, the negotiations with Eng- 
land were broken off, without result, 
in a rather impolite mannena ‘There- 
upon the chancellor and | decided to 
ay:peal to Russia. 

The oceupation of Kalo-Chau arous- 
ed surprise and anger in the English 
government. Having refused us her 
support, England had definitely reck- 
oned on the belief that nobody would 
help Germany in attaining her goal. 
Now things had turned out different- 
ly, and there was no lack of recrimi- 
nations from London. When the 
Finglish ambassador took up this fone 
he was referred to the conversation 
with me, and it was ma/‘le clear to 
him that it was solely the fault of his 
givernment that it had come to no 
understanding with Germany. 

Enazland’s attitude of aloofness sur- 
prised us at that time. An occur- 
rence which, then, was anknown t6 
me, may serve to throw light on the 
matter. 


Finds Seed 
Of, tVorld War. 


In a book, (“The Problems of 
Japan’) which appeared anonymous- 
ly at The Hague in 1918 and was said 
to have been written by an ‘“‘ex-dipio- 
mat from the Far East,” an excerpt 
was published from a work of the 
American, Professor Usher, of Wash- 
ington university, at St. Louis. Usher, 
like his former colleague, Professor 
John Bassett Moore, of Columbia 
university, New York, has often been 
called into consultation as an adviser 
on foreign relations by the state de- 
partment at Washington, since he had 
a knowledge possessed by few other 
Americans on international questions 
affecting the United States. Profes- 
sor Usher, in his book published in 
1913, made known, for the first time, 
the existence and contents of an 
“ogreement” or “secret treaty” be- 
tween England. America and France, 
dating from the spring of 1897. In 
this it was agreed that, in case Ger- 
many or Austria, or both of them, 
should begin a war for the sake of 
“Poan-Germanism,” the United States 
should at once declare in favor of 
England and France and go to the 
support of these powers with all its 
resources. Professor Ushor cites at 
length all the reasons, including those 
of a colonial character, which inevit- 
ably imposed upon the United States 
the necessity of taking part, on the 
side of England and France, in a war 
against Germany, which Professor 
Usher, in 1913, prophesied as immi- 
nent! 

The unknown author of “The 
Problem of Japan” went to the 
trouble of publishing in tabulated 
form the agreements between Eng 
land, France and America in 1897, 
in order thereby to show, in a way 
easily understood, the extent of the 
reciprocal obligations. This chapter 
is extraordinarily worth reading; it 
gives a good glimpse into the prelim- 
inary history and preparation of the 
world war on the part of the entente, 
which even at that time was uniting 
against Germany, although not yet ap- 
pearing under the name of entente 
cordigie. The ex-diplomat remarks 
in this connection: 

Here is a treaty that Profes- 
sor Usher alleges to have been 
entered into as long ago as 1897, 
in which every phase of activity 
and participation in future events 
by England, France and the Unit- 
ed States is provided for, includ- 
ing the conquest of the Spanish 
dependenejes, control over Mexico 
and Central America, the opening 
of China and the annexation of 
coaling stations. And all these 
megsures Professor Usher wishes 
us to believe were taken to de- 
fend the world against Pan- 
Germanism. 

lt is unnecessary to remind 
Professor Usher or anybody else, 
for that matter, that Pan- 
Germaniswmm, if we go so far as 
to assume that such a thing ac- 
tually exists, had certainly never 
been heard of in 1897, at which 
time Germany had ~»not_ yet 
adopted her program for naval 
construction on a large scale, the 
same having been bruited for the 
first time in 1898. If, therefore, 
it is true that England, France 
and the. United States harbored 
the mutual designs imputed to 
them by Professor Usher. and 
entered into an alliance to ac- 
complish them, it will scarcely do 
to attribute the conception of the 
idea and the stimulus to its con- 
summatiog to so feeble a pretext 
as the rise of a Pan-Germanism.

Second Day Reflections. 

The latter formed the chief topic 
of discussion, 

Second-duy reflections upon all that 
was heard and said yesterday in its 
last analysis is to the effect that 
“Watson men” wduld not stand for 
any course of procedure in the election 
of his successor other than at the 
polls. Hundreds of the late chieftain’s 
foflowers were heard to indorse Gov- 
ernor-Elect Cliff Walker's position in 
favor of a primary. 

Political observers reached the con- 
clusion that if the state convention 
should by any chance decide to-nomi- 
nate some one for the office if would 
at least have the effect of uniting 
the Watson vote against the candi- 
date named, The opinion prevailed 
that any aspirant who permitted his 
name to be used at the convention 
would be marked for defeat. The 
late senator having failed to complete 
his term, his followers believe it their 
just right to have ’a voice in the se- 
lection of his successor. 

No David In Sight. 

Out of the maze of announced 
and prospective candidates nothing 
definite could be reached. No David, 
it was ugreed, had so . appesred 
on the political horizon of Georgia to 
pick up the fallen reins of leadership. 
By a process of elimination, however, 
some progress was. made. For in- 
stance, among staunch Watson men it 
appeared certain that his more recent 
opponents would be out of the run- 
ning. 

Georgia having been served in the 


senate with what Watson men cal! . 
the greatest of all living, they want | 
another brilliant Georgian to take 
his place, they declared almost unavp- | 


imously. And the man who will re- 
ceive their support, made sacred with 
their chieftain’s death, will have to 
be some one who has a record of con- 
structive achievements back of him—a 
man capable of. giving Georgia a na- 
tional character in the United States 
senate—not one identified with the 
mere poppycock of politics. Such a 
lian as this is he who is sought. A 
brilliant man able to serve Georgia 
long and well, and who has the in- 
terest of his people at heart, was 
the prayer of thousands. Now they 
ask: “Help us to find him.”
